2) In claim 22, line 2, after agent, insert "selected from the group consisting of 
antiapoptotic substance, a neurotrophin, and a combination thereof.". 

3) In claim 22, line 2, delete "prevention and/or". 

4) Delete claims 25-31. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention of "a method for treatment of a Parkinson's plus syndrome 
in a patient, comprising administering to the patient a compound selected from the 
group consisting of rotigotine, a physiologically acceptable salt of rotigotine, and a 
rotigotine prodrug" is novel and non-obvious. The closest prior art is due to Rimpler 
(2003/0166709) in view of (Mark (Movement Disorders, 2001 ). Rimpler teaches 
rotigotine as a potent and selective dopamine agonist. Mark teaches various 
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compounds that may be employed to treat Parkinson's plus syndrome, however teaches 
away from using dopamine agonists. Thus the claimed invention is rendered neither 
anticipated nor obvious.
